The application has been amended as follows: 
Delete claims 30-31 . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-19 and 21-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites, "providing output means associated with said sound receiving 
transducer, said output means being responsive to the sounds emitted by each of said 
first and second operational events; and employing a monitoring means to compare 
each of said received sound signals with pre-established data" for a combustion 
process. This feature, combined with additional claimed subject matter, overcomes the 
prior art of record. 

Claim 22 recites, "said diagnostic tool comprising a sound receiving transducer 
coupled to output and monitoring means to identify, discriminate and log the acoustic 
signatures of each of said first and second operational events within the operating 
sequence of the appliance, said monitoring means being operable to compare each of 
said received acoustic signatures with pre-established data". This feature, combined 
with additional claimed subject matter, overcomes the prior art of record.
